V/eekly  cotton  grade  and  stable  reports  issued  today  for  Geor/ria,  AlaT3".ma, 


and  Florida,   show  smaller  proportions  of  Strict  Middling  and  hi-:her  grades  than 
were  sho'^n  in  previoujs,  reports,  while  the  report  for  South  Carolina  shows  a  ne-fli- 
cible  increase  in  hiiu^h  grades.     Strict  Middling?  and  hic-h^-r  f3;rades  reoresent  a 
range  from  12  percent  to  I5  percent  of  the  sara)les  classed  this  week  from  Georgia, 
Alahama,  and  South  Carolina,  "but  these  high  grades  comprise  only  ahout  3  percent 
from  Florida  ginnings  this  week.     Grades  are  consideralDly  lower  than  last  season 
for  each  of  the  States  in  the  Southeast* 

So  far  this  season,   the  staple  is  lonelier  than  last  season  in  Georgia^ 
Alabama,  and  Florida.     v'Thile  no  improvement  is  evident  in  South  Carolina  this 
season,  as  compared  with  last  season,   the  length  of  staple  for  that  State  continues 
to  surpass  that  of  oth  r  Southeastern  States.     Cotton  1  inch  and  longer  represents 
59  percent  of  the  samples  classed  from  South  Carolina,  21  percent  from  Georgia, 
17  percent  from  Alabama,  and  5  percent  from  Florida. 
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
